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Tragedy-hit hotspot campaign gathers momentum 

500 JOIN FIGHT 
ON ROAD SAFETY

ALMOST 500 people have now 
backed a campaign to im¬ 
prove safety on a road where 
a young mother was killed and 
her sister seriously injured in a 
crash. 

People are demanding action to tack¬ 
le problems on the A34 Walsall Road 
in Great Barr following the horror 
crash three years ago. 

Campaigners want an end to illegal U-turns 
and other dangerous manoeuvres taking place 
at the Tower Hill junction near shops, a pub and 
restaurant. 

In total 300 people have signed a petition to 
highlight their concerns while 197 people have 
pledged their support to a campaign site on 
Facebook. 

The pleas come in the wake of a fatal crash 
at the site which has the backing of the victim’s 
family. Sarah Child, aged 26, was killed and her 
sister Claire serious injured after being struck 
by a car at the junction in July 2012. 

The driver, Amirul Islam, from Lozells, in Bir¬ 
mingham, was jailed for four years in 2013 after 
pleading guilty to causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

Supplier 

Claire suffered nerve damage in her right leg 
as a result of the impact and was unable to walk 
on her own for two weeks due to the severity of 
cuts to her legs. Claire was unable to return to 
her sales job at a plumbing products supplier, 
where her sisters Sarah and Hannah also used 
to work. 

Father-of-two Richard Evans, of Carmodale 
Avenue, set up the campaign and wants an end 
to drivers performing U-turns on the junction. 

There are also discussions over a speed cam¬ 
era or lowering of the speed limit from 40mph 
to 30mph. He started gathering signatures dur¬ 
ing a community open day at Thornbridge Al¬ 
lotments last month, and plans to collect them 
at shops in the area. The 31-year-old teaching 
assistant, said: “Pretty much everyone I spoke 
to has supported the petition. It is good to have 
so many people backing us.” 

A consultation is due to get under way over 
lowering the speed limit on the road through the 
Tower Hill area. 

Mr Evans said discussions are already pro¬ 
gressing with Birmingham City Council. “We 
are looking to get some petitions into the local 
shops soon. There has already been a lot of sup¬ 
port on Facebook.”

MAKING LIGHT WORK OF COUNCIL’S £140K SAVINGS

WORK to install new street lights across 
Sandwell has started this week. 

New energy-saving bulbs will help cut 
an extra £140,000 from budgets, according 
to bosses at Sandwell Council. 

A four-month project is getting under 
way this week to replace more than 5,000 
street lights with new LED bulbs. 

The authority said the new lights, which 
use 74 per cent less energy than standard 
bulbs, will be installed between now and 
Christmas. 

More than 4,500 new LED street lights 
have already been installed in neigh¬ 
bourhoods across the Sandwell borough 
- meaning savings should top £240,000 a 
year in energy costs. 

The LED bulbs are virtually mainte¬ 
nance-free and should last up to 25 years, 
compared to the usual lifespan of six to 
seven years for a standard street light. 

As well as being more energy efficient, 
the new street lights will help keep future 
bills low as energy costs rise, as well as re¬ 
ducing carbon emissions. 

Energy 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for 
highways and environment Councillor 
Maria Crompton said: “Our 30,000 street 
lights use up a lot of energy and cost a 
huge amount in terms of electricity. 

“There are many benefits to the new 
LED bulbs, not least the amount of money 
they will save. 

“This saving is vitally important if we 
are to continue protecting our front line 
services. 

“Becoming more energy efficient and 
reducing carbon emissions is a really im¬ 
portant part of becoming a leaner, more 
efficient and environmentally-cleaner 
council. 

“Savings on energy bills, maintenance 
costs and carbon tax in the long run will 
help us meet the financial challenges we 
face.” 

It comes as an extra £16 million of cuts 
will need to be made by cash-strapped 
Sandwell Council within three years. 

A ‘Facing the Future’ programme was 
launched last year to find £22m of savings 
and this will now be extended to achieve 
cuts of £38m by 2018. 

Officials had already been forced to 
make around £41m of savings between 
2015 and 2017 after grants to the council 
from central Government were reduced.

Police crack down 
on street vice girls 

A CRACKDOWN on prostitution has been 
launched in Bearwood. 

Patrols have been increased around 
Drayton Road, where residents have com¬ 
plained to the police. 

Sergeant Giles Dean, from Abbey Neigh¬ 
bourhood police team, said: “We have had 
complaints of prostitution particularly in the 
early hours of the morning. 

“There have been cars pulling up in the 
area in the middle of the night causing 
noise and anti-social behaviour. We have 
increased the patrols in this area by the 
neighbourhood team to see if any girls are 
using a nearby bus stop to loiter.” 

DEVELOPMENT 

Plan for homes 
near nature site 

A CARE home and new houses could 
be built on land near to a Tipton nature 
reserve. 

Under resubmitted plans, a resi¬ 
dential home with 18 apartments for 
supported living would be built on the 
site in Johns Lane, near to Sheepwash 
Local Nature Reserve. There would 
also be 18 new houses at the site. 

The scheme has been re-submitted 
to Sandwell Council and will be consid¬ 
ered later in the year. 

A report to the council says access 
to the site will be from Johns Lane.

Leader backs action 
to tackle boy racers 

A COUNCIL leader has joined police to 
make a fresh plea to end car cruising on a 
busy route in the Black Country. 

Boy racers have been flouting a ban on 
car cruising in the area, prompting a crack¬ 
down by police. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor Dar¬ 
ren Cooper, said the authority was working 
with the force to end the meetings. 

“This is dangerous,” he said. “These 
young people think this is fun. The real¬ 
ity of it is that the roads are not made for 
this kind of activity. I’m urging people to 
think twice. Anyone carrying out this will be 
named and shamed.” 
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All rapped up to help three charities

A YOUNG rapper who has raised more 
than £100,000 for charity wants to raise 
awareness of mental health problems 
after speaking out about how he has 
battled his own demons. 

Smethwick rapper Josh Smith, bet¬ 
ter known as Smiiffy, has signed up to 
support three local charities and is keen 
to go into schools to speak to children 
about mental health. 

In the past four years he has raised 
the six-figure sum through a combi¬ 
nation of album sales, donations from 
supporters, sponsored walks and other 
charity events. 


Josh says he has been contacted by 
youngsters who have been inspired by 
his music, which mostly revolves around 
his struggles with bullies at school and 
difficulties he has faced with his own 
mental health. 

The 20-year-old former Sandwell 
Academy pupil speaks openly about 
suicide attempts but believes all that 
is now behind him and he is now in a 
better place. 

He said: “The reason I am so open 
about it is because I believe not many 
people are open about it. More people 
suffer and there is a stigma about it.” 


Josh released his debut album, Stay 
Strong, last year and has now been 
signed to the MW Records label. 

He will be playing gigs across the 
country and is even due to perform in 
Africa later this year. 

All royalties that he receives are given 
to charity. He said: “I am looking to 
raise more money but I am also looking 
to raise awareness about mental health. 

“I talk about mental health in my 
music and I get a lot of messages from 
young people, as well as some older peo¬ 
ple, saying I have saved their life. It up¬ 
sets me what people go through.” 


Smell of cannabis led 
police to find weapons 


A MAN was caught by police car¬ 
rying an imitation gun and a knife 
in West Bromwich High Street, a 
court heard. 

Samuel Ward, aged 18, was among 
a group of males attracting the atten¬ 
tion of passers-by because there was 
a cannabis scent near them, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

He claimed to be holding the imitation 
gun for his ‘own protection’. 

On Tuesday, he was sentenced to a pe¬ 
riod of six months detention at a Young Of¬ 
fenders Institution after a judge heard he 
was caught with a quantity of the cannabis 
and the weapons. 

He had admitted possession of a bladed 
article, cannabis and an imitation firearm. 
He was stopped on March 8. 

The firearm, originally orange in colour, 
had been painted black. 

Mr John Brotherton, prosecuting barris¬ 
ter, said: “Police officers arrived to search a 
group. They could smell cannabis. 

“This defendant was found with three 
bags of weed on his person. 

Frighten 

“A bag he was carrying was also searched 
and inside was a black spray-painted BB 
imitation gun. He was arrested and said 
that it was not a real gun and he only had 
it to frighten people. He said the cannabis 
was for his own use.” 

Mr Ekwall Tiwana, defending Ward, told 
the court his client said the firearm and 
knife were for his ‘own protection to pre¬ 
vent other people from taking advantage’ 
of him. He said Ward had mental health 
issues and had since returned home to live 
with his family as his mother has epilepsy 
and his brother was diagnosed with cancer 
and in need of a bone marrow transplant. 
He had previously moved out due to diffi¬ 
culties with another relative. 

“He has made a catastrophic mistake. 
Being homeless he thought he needed to 
protect himself. It is obvious that he needs 
help he is only 18,” Mr Tiwana said. 

For possession of the firearm Ward, of 
Jesson Street, West Bromwich, was de¬ 
tained for six months, for possession of the 
knife he was detained for four months con¬ 
currently. 

He will also serve one month for posses¬ 
sion of cannabis to run consecutively. 


£100k haul of illegal smokes found

THIS is the huge £100,000 haul 
of illegal cigarettes and tobacco 
seized at shops across Sandwell. 

Raids carried out by trading 
standards officers using high¬ 
ly-trained sniffer dogs uncovered 
160,000 cigarettes and 61 kilo¬ 
grammes of tobacco. The dogs 
used their keen noses to sniff out 
the illegal items hidden in secret 
compartments, such as fake floor 
boards and shop shelves. In one 
store, a dog found a stash of cig¬ 
gies hidden behind a row of crisp 


packets. Some of the tobacco prod¬ 
ucts were found to be mouldy and 
short in weight by as much as 40 
per cent. Officers also found some 
of the illicit brands failed to comply 
with safety standards. 

Sandwell Council leader and cab¬ 
inet member for trading standards, 
Councillor Darren Cooper said: 
“Illegal cigarettes not only pose a 
risk to people’s health but those in¬ 
volved in their sale are often linked 
to other forms of criminal activity.” 

Seven traders have so far been 


successfully prosecuted in the bor¬ 
ough, with one forced to pay £6,000 
while another was given a 12-week 
prison sentence suspended for 18 
months. Another was also given 
a 12-month community order and 
ordered to carry out 180-hours of 
unpaid work. 

Anyone being offered cheap to¬ 
bacco or any other types of illicit 
goods should report it to Sandwell 
Trading Standards by calling the

Protest on 
closure of 
slip road is 
in pipeline 

A SECOND protest is being planned 
calling for an entry slip road to a motor¬ 
way junction to be reopened. 

Junction 9 of the M6 has been closed 
since January and drivers have become 
increasingly frustrated by long tailbacks 
on connecting roads and neighbouring 
junctions. 

A protest was held in August with a 
group of around 12 positioning them¬ 
selves on the closed southbound slip 
road holding banners and signs. 

Frustrated by the lack of progress, 
residents are now planning a return to 
the Wednesbury junction to make their 
voices heard. 

Sandwell Councillor Elaine Costigan, 
who represents Wednesbury North said: 
“It would just be good to have an exact 
date as to when the slip road will be open 
again. This second protest is being held 
because of the lack of progress since the 
last. And if the residents are not happy 
with the progress after that they will 
just do another and another until the 
top people listen to them.” 

The slip road had been due to reopen 
in June but the closure was then ex¬ 
tended until November. 

There was further anger when High¬ 
ways England revealed the slip road is 
being kept shut because of work it is 
doing elsewhere. It said the road would 
remain close to stop adding to conges¬ 
tion on the link road to the M5 if it was 
open. 

It leaves drivers in the Black Country 
forced to take long detours to get onto 
the M6 further down. 


Folk singer Gary 
hopes to Fly high 

A BLACK Country folk and blues musi¬ 
cian is hoping his new album is going to 
be a fiy away success. 

Gary O’Dea from Tipton released his 
latest collection of songs on Fly on Au¬ 
gust 28 and will be launching it at a spe¬ 
cial concert at Katie Fitzgerald’s Pub, 
Enville Street, Stourbridge on Sunday. 

The concert starts at 5pm and entry 
is £5. O’Dea is well-known on the music 
circuit and has played at venues in the 
UK and the US including Civic Hall, 
Wolverhampton, Birmingham Arts Fes¬ 
tival, Glastonbury and Greenwich Vil¬ 
lage in New York. 

On September 11 he will be playing 
songs from his album at the Blue Piano 
bar Harborne Road, Edgbaston. The gig 
starts at 6.30pm.

SMOKERS in Sandwell could become 
some of the first in the country to 
be given e-cigarettes for free to help 
them quit. 

Councillors in Sandwell claimed the 
use of e-cigarettes would help some of 
the borough’s 55,000 smokers kick 
the habit. 

Kits cost on average around £20 and 
replacement fluid about £10-a-week 
for smokers trying to stop. 

It comes after Public Health Eng¬ 
land said e-cigarettes are 95 per cent 
less harmful than tobacco. The health 
body says that e-cigarettes could be 
prescribed on the NHS in future to 
help smokers quit. 

However the British Medical Asso¬ 
ciation said there should be more de¬ 
bate on the issue. 

Sandwell Council is planning to 
spend £110,000 towards service im¬ 
provement measures along with the 
trial of e-cigarettes. 

Councillor Yvonne Davies, who 
oversees adult services, said it was 
worth investigating if e-cigarettes 
could help. 

“We need to look at how to help 
people quit for the long term to stop 
them from inhaling this poison,” she 
said. 

“E-cigarettes should be seen as a 
tool to help people stop smoking all 
together. 

“Sandwell Council services offer 
different levels of support for differ¬ 
ent people’s needs and if e-cigarettes 
can help play a part in people kicking 
that habit then it would help both 
physically and mentally. 

Raids uncover 
tobacco stashes 

TRADING Standards officers in 
Sandwell have uncovered 160,000 il¬ 
legal cigarettes and 61kg of tobacco 
worth around £100,000 in just two 
days of raids. 

The illicit products were seized at 
premises across the borough with the 
aid of highly trained tobacco detection 
dogs. 

As a result of the raids, seven 
traders have so far been successfully 
prosecuted, with one trader forced to 
pay £6,000 and another handed a 12 
weeks prison sentence, suspended for 
18 months. 

A further owner was given a 12 
month community order and ordered 
to carry out 180 hours of unpaid work. 

The raids took place over two days 
in August and September last year. 

Evacuation after 
Ikea store alert 

HUNDREDS of Bank Holiday shop¬ 
pers were evacuated from Ikea in 
Wednesbury after steam from the 
kitchen set off an alarm. Shoppers 
were allowed back in after waiting 
outside for 15 minutes on Monday.

But new documents submitted to 
Sandwell Council include details of 
a proposed retail development in ad¬ 
dition to three food and drink units. 
It states planning permission will be 
sought to develop some of the land 
for new homes, including a possible 
care home. Permission was initially 
granted for the shopping centre in 
November 2004. 

Tailbacks after 
lorries collide 

A CRASH between two lorries closed 
two lanes of the M6 on Tuesday, lead¬ 
ing to major tailbacks. 

The lorries hit on the southbound 
carriageway near junction nine for 
Wednesbury at around 4.30pm. 

Traffic backed up with the two lanes 
blocked off by the lorries. 

Nobody is believed to have been 
hurt in the crash and paramedics did 
not attend. 

The lorries were moved from the 
motorway and traffic was flowing 
again by around 4.45pm, although 
heavy congestion remained in the area 
afterwards. 

Crackdown on 
youths in street 

YOUTHS who were disturbing res¬ 
idents and littering near homes in 
West Bromwich have been confronted 
by the police - and their parents. 

Residents had complained of gangs 
hanging around Allerton Lane near to 
the junction that leads to Gordon Av¬ 
enue, in Hateley Heath. 

Sergeant Kym Jones said: “We have 
confronted these youths in the pres¬ 
ence of parents and as a result there 
has been a significant reduction in re¬ 
ports of anti-social behaviour.”

CCTV installed to boost flats safety 


PEOPLE living in a block of flats 
in West Bromwich have finally got 
their wish after CCTV was installed 
in a bid to improve safety. 

Cameras have been fitted at Mar- 
mion House in West Bromwich fol¬ 
lowing a campaign by residents and 
local councillors. 

Tenants had complained of feeling 
unsafe at the high-rise block in Dial 
Lane following reports of persistent 


anti-social behaviour. A petition 
calling for CCTV was set up in 2012, 
with the cameras having finally 
being switched on three years later. 

Marmion House has undergone 
a refurbishment over the past few 
years with improvements being 
made to the inside and outside of the 
building. Sandwell Council has now 
been able to add the CCTV and ward 
councillor Pam Hughes said people 


are already feeling a lot safer. She 
said: “Some tenants were concerned 
about security at the block of flats as 
there had been quite a bit of anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

“It is working really well and we 
are not getting the anti-social behav¬ 
iour that we were before.” The cam¬ 
eras are linked up to a police control 
room and will allow officers to mon¬ 
itor what is happening at the block.

Hospital trust is hit by 
hundreds of complaints

THE health trust running 
Sandwell Hospital received 
more than twice as many 
complaints as any other in 
the Black Country in the 
space of 12 months. 

The figures, from June 2014 
onwards, have been supplied 
by the Health and Social Care 
Information Centre, and show 
that more than 2,000 com¬ 
plaints were made about hos¬ 
pitals in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire. 

But a total of 837 complaints were 
made regarding Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 
during the period, with 530 upheld 
following further investigation. Dur¬ 
ing the same period, Royal Wolver¬ 
hampton NHS Trust received 365 
complaints, with just five upheld. 

Reasons for complaints to indi¬ 
vidual trusts were not provided, but 
across the country as a whole they 
included length of time waiting for 
appointments, attitude of staff and 
delivery of treatment. The findings 
in Sandwell have been met with con¬ 
cern by health chiefs and councillors 
in the borough. 

Ian McGarry, from Sandwell 
Healthwatch, which is among local 
groups that hold the trust to ac¬ 
count, said: “I am sure when we 
have looked at the information we 
will want to make representations 
to the hospital to make sure they 
are doing all they can to reduce the 
number of complaints.” 

Sandwell councillor and health 
campaigner Julie Webb said: “I am 
concerned about these numbers, 
however you have to put it in pro¬ 
portion with residents. In Sandwell 
there are 300,000 residents and in 
West Birmingham another 200,000, 
so that’s half a million people.” 

Colin Ovington, chief nurse at the 
trust, said he rejected ‘any sugges¬ 
tion that complaint figures alone are 
a measure of the quality of care pro¬ 
vided’. He said: “We very much en¬ 
courage patients to raise concerns, 
and these figures reflect success in 
encouraging feedback.”

Promise on 
social work 
with agency 
staff cuts 

VULNERABLE children in Sandwell 
can expect greater consistency in their 
social worker because of a reduction 
in the use of agency staff, according to 
the children’s services boss. 

Sandwell Council’s director of chil¬ 
dren’s services, Matthew Sampson, 
made the claim despite criticisms by 
Ofsted that too many cases had recent 
changes in social worker. 

A damning report released in June 
said ‘widespread and serious failures’ 
were putting children at risk of harm. 

It added changing social workers 
caused ‘drift and delay in progressing 
work’. Speaking at a Children’s Ser¬ 
vices and Education Scrutiny Board, 
Mr Sampson said: “One of our suc¬ 
cesses has been in recruiting our own 
social workers. 

Workforce 

“That led to criticism in the Of¬ 
sted report because it said too many 
changes were being made. 

“But by recruiting our own it will 
create change as our own staff take 
over. In the long-term it will, however, 
start to create a stable workforce. 

“That means greater stability for 
young children as a consequence.” 

Mr Sampson added agency staff 
now accounted for around five per 
cent of the authority’s social workers. 

In June Ofsted rated the depart¬ 
ment ‘inadequate’ but the council 
has refused to accept the ruling and 
insists it has made significant changes 
since the previous inspection in 2013.

A BOYFRIEND crashed into his for¬ 
mer partner three days after she jilt¬ 
ed him, a judge heard. 

Jamie Lloyd-Webber was at the 
wheel of a silver Rover when it hit the 
green Peugeot 306 being driven by the 
woman, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

“He drove his car into her vehicle 
and she felt immediate pain in the 
chest and head.

Lloyd-Webber from Butts Road, 
Chuckery, Walsall - who had spent 
four months in custody on remand 
waiting for the case to come to court 
- admitted dangerous driving and as¬ 
sault. 

He was given a 15 month jail sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years.

Clear view on history of landmark pub

IT has been hidden for 50 years - but 
now a charming stained glass window 
has been uncovered at a Black Coun¬ 
try pub and restored to its former 
glory. 

The stunning window was found 
at The Wheatsheaf in Turner’s Hill, 
Rowley Regis, during a revamp of the 
building. 

New landlady Sara Harvey said she 
could not believe her eyes when she 
discovered the window hidden behind 
several boards. 

“I bought the pub nine weeks ago 
and I wanted to redecorate and bring 


it back to life,” she said. “I was look¬ 
ing into fixing the air conditioning 
when I discovered a false ceiling that 
was put in after the war. I removed 
several boards to find behind this 
beautiful stained glass window was 
displayed. 

“I was so stunned at what I had 
found. Unless you see it in person 
you can’t really take it in, as when 
the light is shining through it looks 
amazing. It has really brought the 
pub to life. It was near enough in per¬ 
fect condition, but I cleaned each bit 
of it myself to make it look pristine. 


“There were no broken or missing 
pieces of it - it was just breathtaking.” 

The window sits underneath the 
main sign of the pub and is now visi¬ 
ble from the outside. 

The leaded stained glass depicts the 
scene of a wheatsheaf to the backdrop 
of the sun, with its rays as individual 
glass panes coming out of the middle. 
Doves are also featured. 

It is thought that the window may 
have been covered during the 1950s. 

Miss Harvey has now bought spot¬ 
lights to make the window look extra 
special at night. 


Taking a walk Black in 
time to Sabbath's start 


TO many people they are simply 
houses, schools and pubs - rela¬ 
tively few actually know of their im¬ 
portance in the story of one of the 
world’s biggest rock bands. 

But 43-year-old Rob Horrocks, of Hand- 
sworth, is working to change all that by 
allowing fans to walk in the footsteps of 
the legendary Black Sabbath. 

Mr Horrocks runs Crossroads of Sabbath, a 
walking tour taking in sites of importance to 
band members Ozzy Osbourne, Tony Iommi, 
Geezer Butler and Bill Ward. 

Alongside sharing information on the differ¬ 
ent venues and their links to the band, he also 
places the group in its economic and historical 
context looking at the industrial and social her¬ 
itage of the area. 

And the 90-minute walking tour is not the 
only way Mr Horrocks is celebrating the impor¬ 
tance of the band. 

He has organised an event at Newtown Com¬ 
munity Centre, one of the stops on the tour, 
called Ozzy Zig, The Witch and The Warpig 
which will be staged on September 20. It will 
be a three-act performance where the band’s 
first two LPs, Black Sabbath and Paranoid, 
will be played. The event will include sets and 
re-enactments. It will run from 3.30pm to 6pm. 

Creative 

Mr Horrocks said: “With the 45th anniver¬ 
sary of Paranoid coming up I decided to do an 
event to raise the profile of the location as a site 
of relevance in the Black Sabbath story. 

“I love the idea that all those years ago the 
lads booked the room and what they did there 
ended up being relevant in the music scene for 
years to come.” 

It was the impact Black Sabbath had which 
first inspired Mr Horrocks to create the Cross¬ 
roads of Sabbath walk in the first place. 

“I have lived near the Aston area for around 
20 years and I am deeply interested in its his¬ 
tory,” he said. 

“Around nine years ago I managed a band 
in Birmingham called Einstellung. They were 
influenced by Black Sabbath and said I should 
listen to the music. I was also involved with a 
project called the Home of Metal and that drew 
me further into it.” 

Tours are held on an ad hoc basis with the 
next one scheduled for September 12. It costs 
£6. More information and booking is available 
on the website www.crossroadsofsabbath.com 


Tony’s 
time as 
a solo 
sufferer 

HEAVY metal legend Tony Iommi 
stunned shoppers in Birmingham 
when he was shut inside an ‘isola¬ 
tion box’ to highlight the loneliness 
of cancer patients. 

The Black Sabbath guitarist was 
diagnosed with lymphoma in 2012 
and has previously spoke of the 
help he received from his band- 
mates. 

MacMillan Cancer Support was 
behind the exercise, which was car¬ 
ried out in the city’s Bullring shop¬ 
ping centre yesterday. 

“I was in a bubble for a while 
-just like the isolation box,” said 
Tony. 

The chamber is made from two- 
way mirrors that stop the inhab¬ 
itant seeing out but allow other 
people to look in. Those inside the 
box can hear recordings of personal 
stories from cancer survivors. 

The Birmingham-born musi¬ 
cian, who was diagnosed with stage 
three lymphoma, said the box went 
some way to conveying the isola¬ 
tion he and many other cancer suf¬ 
ferers felt. 

“When I was diagnosed I was ab¬ 
solutely devastated,” he said. 

“They’re talking to me saying 
‘you’ve got stage three’ and it’s 
going in my head and I just felt 
somewhere else. 

“And it was only later when I re¬ 
ally broke down, I thought that’s it, 
it’s the end. And you really think 
that. But it’s not. There are people 
who can help.”

FROM a former Olympic athlete to 
teachers - around 100 volunteers 
have been helping to shoot a hor¬ 
ror movie using some of the most 
recognisable sights of the Black 
Country as a backdrop. 

Sites across Walsall and West Brom¬ 
wich have been used for The House of 
Screaming Death which is expected to 
be released next year. The cast includes 
Richard Buck who was part of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 games squad in the 400 metres 
and a range of emerging actors from 
around the region. 

Over the last month the production team 
have been taking advantage of the spooky 
atmosphere and creaking floorboards to film 
from the landmark West Bromwich Manor 
House in Hall Green Road. 

They have also been at locations across Wal¬ 
sall such as Park Lime Pits and St Michael the 
Archangel in Rushall, along with Aston Manor 
Road Transport Museum in Aldridge. 

Summer 

Filming has included getting together 30 
cast members, 30 people in the crew and up 
to 30 extras, with the cameras rolling for up to 
12 hours a day. 

The story involves four different tales rang¬ 
ing from 15 to 45 minutes long and the aim is 
to show the movie at festivals and at venues in 
the Black Country next summer. 

Talented Walsall duo Dave Hastings, aged 
32, a media lecturer at Stafford College and 50 
year-old Kaushy Patel, a teacher from Pleck, 
who last year won the Best British Film cate¬ 
gory at The London Film Awards for Checking 
In are amongst the production team. 

Other directors are Troy Dennison, 47, from 
Cannock, teacher Bekki Harris-Smith, 32 from 


Walsall and make-up artist Alex Bourne, 27, 
from Stone Cross. 

The storylines include an adaptation of the 
ghostly Lady in Grey, Witch in the Mirror, The 
Vampire set in the late 1800s and Diabolique 
about demons and ritual sacrifice. 

Thanks to the hard work and generosity of 
volunteers they have been able to get the cam¬ 
era rolling. 

Among the cast and one of the few to come 
from further afield is Richard Buck, originally 
from Lincolnshire, who has retired from 400 
metres sprinting to go back to acting which he 
enjoyed as a youngster. 

The 28 year-old has swapped the track for 
stage boards and is due to do a master’s degree 
course at Birmingham School of Acting from 
September. 

He said: “I couldn’t resist the call to come 
back to it. 


“Everyone thinks it is a massive change. 

“But I am trying to perform on cue and I 
still have to to walk into the room and audi¬ 
tion, it is like going into the qualifiers. 

“Sport came along and I had almost imme¬ 
diate success. 

“You kind of follow that and I am glad I did 
it, I have had some fantastic experiences. 

Diverse 

“It is that mental preparation that has re¬ 
ally helped me come across to acting.” 

Director Troy said there had been a great 
response from everyone involved. 

“We have had such real positive feedback, 
people happy to be here. 

“We have had a lot of goodwill, it really is a 
community kind of thing. 

“We are keeping it all as local as possible, 
local talent, local crew.”

Dave said it was an opportunity for emerg¬ 
ing talent to showcase what they can do in the 
acting world. 

He said: “We have all these locations, have 
all these people here, fantastic actors and they 
keep getting glossed over. 

Bekki added they were pleased to have been 
able to use the Manor House and work with 
lots of people from the area. “It is one of the 
haunting places in Britain. 

“We have gone for as many local actors and 
crew members as we can.”

Cuts and, tighter profit margins must not 
increase risk in the workplace. 

When such significant figures are pub¬ 
lished the role of Unions must be realised. 


Without Union influence and, involve¬ 
ment in the workplace how much higher 
would this figure total? 

The HSE claim that the UK is one of the 
safest countries in which to work. 

Try telling that to a bereaved family. 
Life is never easy if a family loses the main 
breadwinner through a fatal injury at work. 
Workers deserve strong health and safety 
practices and, a vigorous HSE working with 
unions.

Demolition of empty works unit 
to spell end of industrial era

A SERIES of historic industrial units 
are set to make way for houses as 
part of a masterplan to regenerate 
Wolverhampton. 

Plans to demolish units at the Tower 
and Fort Works in Pelham Street, Graise- 
ley, which now stand empty but previously 
hosted the country’s third largest car man¬ 
ufacturer, Clyno, have been approved by 
the city council. 

The units now stand empty after businesses 
were moved on with the help of Wolverhampton 
council, which spent £913,000 relocating 12 com¬ 
panies. After Clyno moved out in 1927, the site 
was occupied by Midland Metal Spinners which 
made Presto and Tower pressure cookers, sauce¬ 
pans and kettles. 

However, discussions have been ongoing for a 
number of years as to what could be done with

the buildings, which council bosses say have been 
underused. Proposals to build houses on the site 
were included in the council’s 12-year master- 
plan for the city, published last year. Councillor 
Elias Mattu, who represents Graiseley ward, 
said: “This is great news on two levels for me. 

“As a city councillor I am pleased that the 
demolition will go ahead because it will benefit 
the city as a whole and as someone who lives in 
Graiseley I am delighted my area will be revi¬ 
talised. I think this is long overdue, the site has 
been underused for too long. 

“There is obviously a lot of history associated 
with the site but the buildings are just too old 
and I think a new housing development will re¬ 
ally breathe new life into the area. 


“A lot of buildings in Graiseley are quite old 
and we are working to give it a more modern feel, 
which I think this decision will help. 

“It is absolutely a key site for our regeneration 
plans and this decision should be welcomed.” 

At least 490 new homes will be built in Graise¬ 
ley and Blakenhall as part of the long term re¬ 
vamp of the city, according to the action plan, 
published last year by council bosses. 

Benefit 

There are also ambitions for a canal quarter, 
city centre cinema, public squares and scores of 
shops across Wolverhampton, and a supermarket 
in Stafford Street. 

Some 2,123 homes will be built across the city 
by 2026, with 630 of those in the new canalside 
development. 

The demolition of the units on site can be car¬ 
ried out at any point over the next five years. The p ort works in Pelham Street, which will be demolished for regeneration

ELECTRIC vehicle charge points will be installed for resi¬ 
dents of 75 new homes at a multi-million pound scheme in 
West Bromwich.

A PROUD pensioner’s blooming 
lovely garden is the talk of his local 
community.

In the summer months 
he is up as soon as he can be - some¬ 
times around 6am - to take care of 
his flowers, pots and lawn. This 
year’s colour scheme for the garden 
is purple, with flowers including be¬ 
gonias, snap dragons, dahlias, petu¬ 
nias around the garden. 


AN unqualified motorist with no 
licence who mowed down and 
seriously injured a pedestrian af¬ 
ter careering onto the pavement 
during a ‘joy ride’ has been jailed 
for three years and two months. 

Talwinder Sandhu had taken a 
friend’s Peugeot 308 without permis¬ 
sion and had cannabis in his system 
when he ploughed into Robert Wylde 
sending the 42-year-old cartwheeling 
into the air, a judge heard. 

The 22-year-old driver was travelling at 
no more than 40 mph in a 30 limit when 
he inexplicably lost control, went onto 
the wrong side of the road and mounted 
the pavement, hitting the victim who was 
speaking on his mobile phone at the time, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The car then hurtled into the side of the 
Wizard and Glass pub in Cradley Road, 
Cradley Heath damaging decking and 
brickwork. Sandhu was badly hurt and 
trapped in the wreckage. 

The pedestrian, who was taken to hos¬ 
pital and put in an induced coma for four 
days, broke both legs, his left ankle, right 
knee, right arm and fractured his spine. He 
spent six weeks in hospital and is still suf¬ 
fering the effects of the incident that hap¬ 
pened around 9pm on November 18. 

Sandhu was taken to court after treat¬ 
ment to his injuries and received an interim 
driving ban after admitting causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving. 

Incredibly just three weeks later he was 
caught driving erratically at the wheel of 
another car - a Ford Focus on false plates. 

Sandhu from Blowers Green Road, Dud¬ 
ley also pleaded guilty to having neither 
insurance nor driving licence, breaking the 
terms of a suspended sentence imposed 11 
days before the accident for permitting the 
production of cannabis and driving when 
disqualified three weeks after receiving the 
interim ban. 

He will be banned from driving for three 
years from the date of his release.

LEONG LEE 

Consultant interventional 

cardiologist 



ALMOST 7000 miles away, a 
little boy grew up surrounded 
by a family of medical profes¬ 
sionals. 

It comes as no surprise then, 
that he would be inspired to fol¬ 
low in their footsteps to become 
the man he is today - one of the 
leading cardiologists at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust (SWBH). 

Leong Lee, aged 41, grew up in 
Malaysia and came to England 
when he was 17. He studied at 
Malvern College before attending 
Medical School in Cardiff. 

Speaking about his motivation to 
become a cardiologist, Leong said: “I 
felt cardiology is a very special area, 
where the combination of best practice 
in medicine and surgery meet. A car¬ 
diologist can play a number of roles, 
being a radiologist, a surgeon and a 
physician all at the same time. 

“The more I learn about cardiology, 
the more I see the huge impact it has 
on saving lives. Moreover, being a car¬ 
diologist allows me the privilege to be 
with patients throughout their whole 
journey.” 

Leong explained that it was not 
an easy journey to reach where he is 
today, he recalled: “When I started my 
training in cardiology, it was extremely 
competitive. I was lucky to be chosen 
to undertake the research fellow post 
with the British Heart Foundation in 
Cardiff and Oxford, which then helped 
me to study cardiology later on. 

“When I was doing my research, 
I realised how beneficial clinical re¬ 
search is to patients. I was also lucky 
to be surrounded by the people who 
devoted their life to science, medicine 
and cardiology. I guess my work ethic 
was greatly influenced by those inspir¬ 
ing individuals.” 

Consultant Lee has recently joined 


the Trust as an interventional cardi¬ 
ologist. His main expertise is to carry 
out procedures to open blockages built 
up in coronary arteries. Speaking 
about working at the Trust, he said: 
“My team is very friendly and proac¬ 
tive. They are all self-driven people 
continually improving their skills.” 

“I am also in the on-call team, which 
means my colleagues and I will take 
rotation to be on-call overnight, so 
we will come to the hospital on short 
notice when there is a need for an 
emergency treatment, e.g. when there 
is a heart attack case that needs to be 
treated immediately. This is a 24/7 
service and we have been providing 
this service since 2004. We were one 
of the first Trusts in the country that 
launched this special service to our 
community..”

“I remember one patient with a long

He has also set 
up a rock band within the cardiology 
department. He said: “Music is a good 
way to relax my mind. I think I was 
influenced by my dad as he is a doctor 
as well and he told me that it was im¬ 
portant to have a good personal life.”

Police to start cracking down 
on town's speeding motorists 


POLICE are set to launch a crackdown on 
speeding motorists in Wednesbury in an ef¬ 
fort to stop somebody being killed. 

There have been six crashes this year on neigh¬ 
bouring Manor House Road and Park Lane, which 
has ‘heightened concerns about road safety’. Resi¬ 
dents have got in touch with local councillors to ex¬ 
press fears about the stretches of routes. 


A month-long community 
speed check is being mooted 
on the road to slow down 
drivers. Councillor Elaine 
Costigan said: “Residents 
have asked for something 
to be done before somebody 
gets killed. Police, highways 
and the ward councillors are 
looking at everything they 
can do to solve this.” 

Her fellow ward Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Jones said as 
well as excessive speeds, 
residents had also told him 
people were drink-driving 
on the roads. 

He said concerns had 
been raised with him that 
motorists were drinking in 
local pubs and then getting 
in their cars to drive home. 
“There have been several 
concerns expressed by local 
residents about both speed¬ 
ing and drink-driving,” he 
said. “Because of some road 
closures people are being 
pushed down those roads 
and are using them a bit like 
a racing track. 

“It’s a long stretch and

historically certain parts of 
that road have been quite 
dangerous. If people are 
taking them at speed they’re 
increasing the risk of having 
an accident.” 

A multi-agency approach 
is needed to combat the 
problems, according to 
Councillor Jones, who said 
the recent ‘spike’ in crashes 
had spurred authorities on 
to tackle the issues. 

Councillor Jones said: 
“There’s been a little bit of 
a spike and that’s height¬ 
ened the concerns about 
road safety down there. The 
problem that we have is that 
the money isn’t there to 
spend excessively on safety 
measures so we need to be 
sensible.” 

Sector Inspector Matt 
Morgan said: “We are con¬ 
tinuing to conduct pro-laser 
speed operations in these 
areas to ensure motorists 
adhere to the speed limit.”

Stream of heritage is 
brought to the screen 



Annual Birmingham Canal Navigations rally at Titford Pumphouse, Oldbury 


A NEW series celebrating 
canal systems across the re¬ 
gion will look at the role the 
waterways played in building 
the nation. 

And the Black Country and 
Staffordshire will feature in the 
BBC series, Canals: The Making 
of a Nation, on October 6, as host 
Liz Mclvor makes her way along 
the Worcester and Birmingham 
canal route. 

The programme tells a deeper story 
of how our waterways helped change 
our lives - and how that legacy lives 
on today. From the beginnings of 
canal building in the 1700s, Britain’s 
prosperity was largely due to its canal 
network, made up of more than three 
thousand miles of waterways linking 
cities, towns and ports with coalfields, 
quarries, foundries and factories. 

Landmarks 

They fuelled the growth of the In¬ 
dustrial Revolution, with the Birming¬ 
ham Canal Old Main line now winding 
its way through Black Country scenery 
rich in industrial history, passing land¬ 
marks like the Titford Canal, Engine 
Arm and Netherton Tunnel Branch. 

Ms Mclvor, an expert in industrial 
history and curator at Bradford In¬ 
dustrial Museum, aims to show view¬ 
ers just how instrumental canals were 
in shaping our modern world and how 
they came to be. 

She said: “The canals have been 
covered by television programmes 
before, which have lately tended to 
focus on them as pleasureways. This 
is how most of us know and love them 
today...but not so long ago they were 
used for the opposite of leisure and 
were not the rural idyll they now 
seem. Although so many use them, it 
can be hard to see how they relate to 
each other and get a sense of the rich 


history and culture they were, and 
remain, a part of. We wanted to open 
up the subject and act as a way in for 
people who were neither boat owners 
nor historians.” 

After years of decline in the post¬ 
war period much of the network was 
eventually restored. Once places of la¬ 
bour and industry, the canals became 
places of leisure and tranquillity, and 
became increasingly popular for boat¬ 
ing holiday makers. 

During the West Midlands episode 
Ms Mclvor visits the Pontcysyllte Aq¬ 


ueduct in Wales, and travels to Bir¬ 
mingham where canals have become 
catalysts for property development 
and urban regeneration. 

Tony Parker, the show’s executive 
producer, said: “We wanted to tell a 
different story about canals and look 
at their wider impact and significance 
in terms of our history. Canals have 
given us so much over the centuries, 
and continue to do so!” 

Canals - the Making of a Nation 
(Heritage) will be shown on BBC Four 
on October 6 at 8pm.

Sylvie lining up 
for one last dance 



HAILED as one of the greatest danc¬ 
ers of her generation, Sylvie Guillem 
embarks on her final world tour - 
giving fans in the West Midlands the 
chance to say goodbye. 

This farewell tour, called Life in 
Progress, takes in Birmingham Hip¬ 
podrome on September 8 and 9, from 
7.3pm each night. It marks the end of 
an unparalleled career spanning well 
over 30 years. 

Now aged 50, Guillem began train¬ 


ing at the Paris Opera Ballet School 
in 1977. She has performed all the 
leading roles of the classical reper¬ 
toire and was principal guest artist 
with The Royal Ballet for more than 
a decade.

A tale of two cities loaded with 
poetry, prose and the Plimsoll line 


THERE are no Hard Times in 
this tale of two cities. But what 
a Dickens of a history lesson we 
had. 

Bristol and Bath are just 12 miles apart 
and both are steeped in heritage - and fasci¬ 
nating literary connections. The former can 
lay claim to Robert Southey, a close friend 
of Wordsworth and Coleridge and who later 
become Poet Laureate. Coleridge himself 
launched the Watchman magazine in the 
city in 1795. 

Child genius Thomas Chatterton, who 
died at the age of 17, was born in the city, 
which is also home to award-winning writer 
and poet Helen Dunmore. 

More famous links are those of Robert 
Louis Stevenson and Daniel Defoe. Legend 
has it that Defoe based Robinson Crusoe 
on Alexander Selkirk, whom he met in the

Llandoger Trow in King Street. The Hole in 
the Wall pub, in Queens Square, reputedly 
forms the basis of the Spyglass pub in Rob¬ 
inson’s Treasure Island. Both feature in a 
list of hidden treasures, created by Mercure 
and Blue Badge tourism guides. 

Jane Austen, a one-time resident of 
neighbouring Bath, spent time in Bristol 
and is believed to have stayed in Clifton. 

But Bristol is also famed for other key 
maritime and engineering achievements. 
Italian explorer John Cabot is honoured 
with a statute. He settled in Bristol in 1840, 
and seven years later discovered Newfound¬ 
land. SS Brunei was the world’s longest 
passenger liner from 1845-54 and is now a 
leading visitor attraction and museum ship. 

Samuel Plimsoll, inventor of the ship 
loading line which bears his name, is an¬ 


other famous Bristolian. Concorde, the mo¬ 
torbike and sidecar - and even lead shot, 
originated in Bristol, as did Schweppes and 
Harvey’s Bristol Cream. Chocolatier Joseph 
Fry opened his first shop in the city in 1756. 

Wallace & Gromit maybe famous Bristol 
creations, but did you know that Deal or No 
Deal, Casualty and Shoestring - even Only 
Fools and Horses were all filmed there. 

All this and more my partner and I dis¬ 
covered when we stayed at the Mercure 
Bristol Holland House Hotel, welcoming 
accommodation in the centre of a vibrant 
and clean city. 

A recent transformation has seen its 
275 rooms and public spaces renovated, 
all giving a nod to the city’s industrial and 
sea-faring heritage. It also boasts 12 confer¬ 
ence rooms, a spa and 14 treatment rooms. 

We were also treated to Flavours From 
the Cellar, a wine concept launched by 


Saturday Kitchen’s Susie Barry and Peter 
Richards. Their offerings feature across 72 
of the chain’s hotels alongside other locally 
selected wines. 

The city offers so much to do, from the 
oldest established market, St Nicholas, 
which dates to 1873, the mall at Cribbs 
Causeway, housing 135 top stores, and the 
Avon Valley Railway nostalgia steam train. 

The next day, we headed to Bath, where 
its own literary connections should not be 
under-estimated. Austen aside, Franken¬ 
stein author Mary Shelley and her husband 
Percy Bysshe Shelley lodged there, Tobias 
Smollett penned part of his Expedition of 
Humphrey Clinker in the city and Dickens 
set part of Pickwick Papers there. Author 
Jacqueline Wilson was also born in Bath. 

We finished the weekend at Bath races 
where, a jockey named Hardy - Cam Hardie 
- to be precise, scored a double.

Back then, the sight of Sean Bean’s 
nether regions as he ran through the 
woods while chasing a naked Joely 
Richardson raised eyebrows and 
temperatures - and those who have 
seen the latest version of the tale 
claim it’s all set to shock a new 
generation too. 

Yes, even in an age where almost 
anything can be depicted on screen - 
or at least in Game of Thrones 
anyway - some people can still be 
surprised by what appears on a TV 
screen in the 21st century. 

However, Richard Madden, who 
also stars in the aforementioned 
adaptations of author George RR 
Martin’s work, is quick to allay any 
fears that this take is nothing but a 
long, sordid romp. 

“Come on guys, we’ve got Google,” 
he laughs. ‘There’s nothing that’s 
going to shock us that we’re going to 


‘All that stigma, all that smut’s gone 
and it’s actually just about these three 
people, which is the fascinating story 
of it. There’s sex and passion in it, but 
we’re not going to shock people like 
the book did.” 


Constance finds herself becoming 
drawn to the brooding and lonely 
Mellors. 


The original novel was published in 
an abridged form in Britain in 1932; it 
took another 28 years before a full, 
unexpurgated version hit shelves, 
leading to an infamous obscenity trial 
involving Penguin Books. The 
publisher was found innocent, and the 
novel has remained in circulation ever 
since. 


In 1920s Britain, the idea of a 
servant cavorting with a member of 
the upper classes was shocking, 
scandalous and could end with them 
both being ostracised by their peers. 
Nevertheless, Mellors and Constance 
embark on an affair. 


Sir Clifford begins to suspect 
something is going on, and despite 
his disabilities, it’s clear his vengeance 
will be ruthless if the truth comes out. 


The three people mentioned by 
Madden are Oliver Mellors, the 
gamekeeper he himself plays, and his 
employers - Sir Clifford Chatterley and 
his wife, Lady Constance. 

The Chatterleys are happily married 
until Sir Clifford returns from the First 
World War. Left impotent and 
wheelchair-bound by wounds suffered 
on the front line, he is a shadow of the 
dashing aristocrat he once was. As he 
becomes increasingly distant, 


Playing the Chatterleys are James 
Norton and Holliday Grainger, but it’s 
Madden who is gaining the most 
attention from his participation in the 
project. 

The trailer shows him bare-chested, 
and some observers have suggested 
the role could do for his career what 
Poldark has done for Aidan Turner’s. 


The screenplay has been penned 
by Jed Mercurio, whose previous 
credits include Bodies, Cardiac Arrest, 
The Grimleys and Line of Duty. A 
novelist himself, it would appear that 
Lawrence’s work is in safe hands.

Mazda2, 
small but 
perfectly 
made-up

There are plenty of superminis around and 
most of them are jolly good. If you need a 
small, nimble car to get around town and also 
to take on longer journeys in comfort, then 
the supermini for you could very well be the 
Mazda2. 

It’s good looking, well equipped, spacious and so¬ 
phisticated. And the price tag won’t make you do a 
double take. 

Mazda2 is also an award-winner having taken this year’s 
Car of the Year in the annual Car Dealer Power Awards, the 
leading motor trade title’s awards decided by votes from UK 
car dealers, who choose the best manufacturer, models and 
suppliers they deal with. 

It combines Mazda’s unique SKYACTIV technology with 
its KODO: Soul of Motion design philosophy which brings 
new levels of technical sophistication, active safety and 
driving pleasure to the supermini sector. Now that sentence 
may sound like PR speak but it’s what I actually believe. 

There’s a choice of 11 petrol and four diesel engines 
in the line-up with its signature wing front grille, predatory 
headlamp styling and muscular cab-rearward styling. 

It has a chiseled exterior and a swish interior with more 
space and a bigger boot than before - all down to an 80mm 
increase in wheelbase. The deep boot is surprisingly spa¬ 
cious with 280 litres or 960 with the rear seats down. There is 
just about enough space to get five people in but not really 
for long journeys - but superminis aren’t really meant for 
people carrying! 

A plus compared to some of the opposition, and it may 
seem trifling but does make for better comfort, is that there’s 
a large glovebox and pockets on the doors will hold large 
bottles. Even in bigger cars it is often difficult to get a small 
water bottle securely stowed. Another small touch, but little 
things can make all the difference, are the soft leather cov¬ 
ers on the steering wheel and gearlever which add to the 
upmarket feel. 

The dashboard is smart and neat with the large speed¬ 
ometer having digital readouts for the rev counter and trip 
computer alongside. Plus there’s a first in the B-segment 
for the first time with a head-up display which displays your 
speed on the windscreen - so no excuse for getting speed¬ 
ing tickets. There’s an easy to use “multimedia commander” 
between the front seats which enables the driver to control 
the seven-inch touch screen display system. 

Improved 

DAB radio features for the first time in the Mazda2 and, in 
SE-L Nav and Sport Nav grades, a new navigation system 
offers improved search features and three years of free map 
updates. Mazda’s in-car connectivity system works with 
compatible iPhone and Android smartphones to access a 
variety of free mobile content via Aha™, a cloud platform- 
based service which features thousands of stations, person¬ 
alised, location-based services and both Twitter and Face- 
book audio feeds. 

Many small cars are limited in terms of ergonomics - not 
the Mazda2 which has an excellent adjustment range for the 
front seats and steering wheel and also unlike many com- 
petitiors doesn’t have the pedals offset. Sit squarely in the 
seat and you don’t have to incline your legs to hit the pedals. 
For your rear seat passengers there’s also no scrambling in 
thanks to its five doors - there is not a two door option. 

There’s an array of active safety systems which you 
don’t normally get at this level, including anti-lock brakes, 
electronic brakeforce distribution, electronic brake assist, 
dynamic stability control, traction control system and emer¬ 
gency stop signalling. You also get hill hold assist and tyre 
pressure monitoring as standard across the entire SE-L 
(90ps & 105ps Diesel), Sport, Sport Nav grades and the 
Sports Launch Edition model get a lane departure warn¬ 
ing system, and smart city brake support - this operates 
between speeds of 2.5 and 18.5mph when it automatically 
applies the brakes if the system detects an imminent fron¬ 
tal impact. Safety kit options include an auto brake function 
blind spot detection, high beam control that automatically 
dips the headlights to avoid blinding oncoming traffic and 
lane departure warning. 

It is also great fun to drive, too, due to its low kerbweight, 
an agile chassis and that range of SKYACTIV engines and 
transmissions. 

My driving experience included just about all types - mo¬ 
torway jaunts, hopping in and out of the traffic in the very 
busy city of Bath and commuting along quiet country roads 
to my office. And I really enjoyed every experience. The 
Mazda2 loves busy streets, has the capability to carry you 
comfortably on long trips and cope with all the luggage re¬ 
turning from a holiday. 

A great package.

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Wagon that sets the pace

It’s a little disappointing when a 
car you’ve booked for a media 
test is delayed. But these things 
happen and so it did with my 
booking of the all road estate the 
SEAT Leon X-PERIENCE which 
had been bumped by the previ¬ 
ous journo driving it. 

However the very helpful press office 
sent me a replacement to ‘fill the gap’ 
another Leon ST wagon - but a very 
different car indeed under the bonnet! 

It was the Leon ST Cupra - indeed a car 
that combines the space of a wagon (like 
the X-PERIENCE) but with simply superb 
pace. It’s the fastest car SEAT has ever 
made. You can get hot estates that hold 
more behind but you simply won’t get a 
more thrilling drive. 



That’s all down to the 280bhp in the 2.0 
litre engine which can propel you from 
0-62mph in just 6.1 seconds and can (on 
German autobahns where it’s legal) reach 
155mph. 

OK economy may not be staggering - you 
can get just over 42 mpg in a combined 
cycle - and C02 emissions may not please 
environmentalists at 157 g/km but what the 
heck when you can get a family load lugger 
that makes you positively beam when out 
on the road. You can’t say that about many 
estates. 

So just what do you get? For a start there’s 
587 litres of luggage space that expands to a 
massive (for this car anyway) 1,470 with the 
rear seats down. 

The finish is smart, refined and classy with 
good quality finish and well laid out. There’s 
Alcantara trim on the supportive sports 
seats, piano-style black gloss on the dash¬ 
board and contrasting leather strips to the 
doors. And it all feels very well built. 

Impressive practicality with 587-litre boot, 
rising to 1,410 litres with seats folded using 
Easy Rear Seat-back Release Mechanism, 
plus chrome loading sill and double boot 
floor design 

There’s generous standard equipment 
including: air conditioning, remote central 
locking, SEAT Easy Connect five-inch touch¬ 
screen media system, including Bluetooth 
phone preparation and media streaming, SD 
card slot, AUX-in and USB ports and steering 
wheel controls. On the safety front the list in¬ 
cludes multi-collision brake, lane assist and 
tiredness recognition. 

And now we come to the all-important 
drive. Apart from the fact it is extremely 
quick, it is also very responsive. My com¬ 
mute into work on winding B roads was pure

But the Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional has not featured this season and 
thinks the time was right for a fresh 
start. 

“I think there comes a time when it is 
the right time for a new challenge and 
mine has come now,” he said. “I think 
I am at a good age where I can go some¬ 
where and make an impact. I think West 
Brom is somewhere I can come and make 
a big impact on the team,” he said. 

Albion boss Tony Pulis revealed he 
had spoken to former United boss Sir 
Alex Ferguson regarding Evans, while 
Baggies skipper Darren Fletcher, a for¬ 
mer team-mate at Old Trafford, mean¬ 
while reckons the club have signed 
another leader for the dressing room. 

“He is a fantastic player and he is a 
great leader,” said Fletcher. “He is a 
top player. He has been at Manchester 
United for a long time.” 

New striker Salomon Rondon told of 
his joy with his first Albion goal as the 
Baggies overcame nine-man Stoke. 

“It was a big goal because it gave us 
the victory and our first three points of 
the season,” Rondon said. 

“Stoke are a difficult team so to beat 
them is pleasing. I am settling in well. 
The Premier League is very tough so I 
know I have to work hard.”

The goalkeeper, signed from Manchester United, 
has been brought in by Tony Pulis to put pressure 
on Boaz Myhill and regular No.l Ben Foster, who is 
due to return from injury in a month. 

Lindegaard, who was restricted to just 29 total ap¬ 
pearances during a four-and-a-half year stay at Old 
Trafford, is under no illusions as to the challenges 
ahead but is eager to get started and begin making 
his case for a first-team place. 

“There is competition for places but I am coming

PEACE TALKS 
IN SAIDO ROW 


ALBION are seeking to repair 
the damage after an explosive 
transfer deadline day which 
plunged striker Saido Berahi¬ 
no’s future into serious doubt. 

Having rejected two previous bids 
from Tottenham for the 22-year-old, 
the Baggies turned down two further 
offers in the closing hours of the win¬ 
dow, prompting an incredible outburst 
from the striker on social media. 

Berahino appeared to suggest, via a Twitter 
posting, that he would never play for the club 
again under chairman Jeremy Peace. 

That was after Peace had rejected a fourth and 
final offer from Spurs, thought to be in the region 
of £23million but with an initial payment of just 
£5million, with the rest coming in instalments 
and add-ons. 

Berahino’s subsequent comments left club offi¬ 
cials stunned and while Albion are likely to take 
their time before deciding on the next course of 
action, the striker is at the very least facing a sub¬ 
stantial fine. 

Tactics 

Peace issued a statement on Tuesday evening 
stressing the need for the club to “repair the dam¬ 
age” done by Tottenham’s unwanted interest. 

Berahino has not featured in the last three 
match squads after becoming “unsettled” and 
also handed in a transfer request. 

In it, he hit out at the tactics used by Totten¬ 
ham counterpart Daniel Levy. 

“We have a key player who has been very un¬ 
settled by antics which were designed to get him 
out of our club cheaply,” said Peace. 

“Those tactics have continued despite my mak¬ 
ing our position clear in my first conversation 
with Daniel Levy on this subject in mid-August. 

“I said selling Saido so late in the window was 
not on our agenda. 

“Tottenham’s offers failed substantially to re¬ 
flect Saido’s true value while the timing made 
no allowance for our own recruitment of a suit¬ 
able replacement for a proven Premier League 
goalscorer. 

“Saido has been unsettled to the point where

our head coach has not felt able to select him for 
our last three games. 

“We are now left with the task of repairing the 
damage created by this unfortunate episode.” 

Berahino’s outburst was by far the biggest talk¬ 
ing point of an otherwise quiet deadline day for 
the club, which featured no new arrivals - though 
£10million flop Brown Ideyejoined Joleon Lescott 
in heading through the exit door. 

The 26-year-old Nigerian international ended a 
frustrating 14 months at the Hawthorns when he 
joined Olympiakos, for a fee thought to be in the 
region of £4million.

Ideye, the club’s record signing until the arrival 
of Salomon Rondon last month, leaves with a re¬ 
cord of just seven goals in 31 total appearances 
after struggling for consistency. 

He had been set to sign for Qatar-based club Al- 
Gharafa on the final day of the January transfer 
window, only for the deal to fall through. 

Though Ideye then netted four times in his 
next three appearances, he was unable to main¬ 
tain the form and only appearance this season 
came in last week’s Capital One Cup tie with 
Port Vale, when he was substituted after just 57 
minutes. 


Fans praised

CENTRAL defender Joleon Lescott 
thanked Albion’s fans for their support 
after completing his move to rivals Villa. 

Lescott was the only player to move in 
either direction, in or out of The Haw¬ 
thorns as he signed a two-year deal with 
the claret and blues, following a move 
thought to be worth £2million. 

Last season’s Supporters Club Player 
of the Year posted on Twitter: “Would 
just like to thank the staff, players and 
fans @WBAFCofficial who have helped 
and supported me over the last 12 
months. 

“I would like to thank the people at 
West Brom for having me. Hopefully 
they can see I gave 100 per cent and that 
is what I intend to do for Villa.” 

In total, Lescott made 39 appearances 
for Albion after joining on a free transfer 
from Manchester City. 

Boss Tim Sherwood saw a bid rejected 
earlier in the summer but maintained 
his interest in the defender, who has 
joined his boyhood club. 

Sherwood believes Lescott, a two-time 
Premier League winner will bring much- 
needed experience to his squad. 

“I’m delighted to bring Joleon on 
board,” he said. 

“He’s a player who has great Premier 
League experience and he’ll be a huge 
help to the younger members of our 
squad.” 

Villa have also agreed a season-long 
loan deal for Liverpool’s Portuguese 
centre-half Tiago Ilori. 

The £lm move could include an op- 
tion-to-buy. 

The signing of 18-year-old Serbian 
goalkeeper Matija Sarkic from Belgian 
club Anderlecht. was also completed. He 
joins on a three-year deal for an undis¬ 
closed fee.
